While a state school aid fund, the 
establishment 
of 
which 
may 
be 
put to a vote of the people of the 
state before the year is out, would 
remedy many Injustices in apportion 
ment of school opportunities among 
the children of the state, it would 
not operate to disturb the balance 
of distribution of w ealth per child 
in the state. 
This conclusion has been reach­ 
ed at the office of the state su­ 
perintendent of education, and is 
based on latest figures of wealth 
in the two general classifications 
of school districts, independent and 
non-independent. 
According to E. E. Brown, as­ 
sistant 
state 
superintendent, 
the 
average wealth in 
the state for 
each child of school ase# is $2,660. 
In- the independent districts it is 
$2575 while in the non-independ­ 
ent districts It is $2,725. 
The 
independent 
districts 
are 
those 
which 
maintain 
standard 
school, 
with 
nine-month 
terms. 
Including a Cour-year school and 
whose schools fulfill all require, 
ments fixed by the state board of 


There are 294 independent dis­ 
tricts in the state, and more than 
5,000 non-independent districts. In 
the independent districts there were 
in 1922, 252,000 children of school 
ace, while in the non-independent 
districts there were 461,000. The as­ 
sistant 
superintendent's 
figures 
•how, however, that the days at­ 


tended in the independent districts 
totaled 36,500,000, 
as 
compared 
with only 32,500,000 in the non­ 
independent districts. The' poor at­ 
tendance in 
the 
non-independent 
districts was due to two things, 
Brown said, to laxness in supervis­ 
ion and to poor schools* 
Independent districts 
paid 
26 
cents a day per pupil fur instruc­ 
tion, and l l cents for other costs 
than teaching, a total each day of 
37 cents. The non-independent dis­ 
tricts paid 23 cents a day per pu­ 
pil for instruction, and 9 cents for 
other costs, amounting to a total of 
32 cents a pupil a day.

Want Maintenance Fund to\ 
Set Aside School Allowance 


Henry Ford and Wall Street have been at outs for quite 
awhile and Ford has announced his intention 
of throwing 
down the gage of battle by opening a string of banks through­ 
out the United States. Ford is reputed to be the Richest man 
in the world and has a nice little cash balance of more than 
$150,000,000 stored away for a rainy day. Ford has often de­ 
nounced Wall Street methods and now expects to show the 
country how banks may be run without depending on Wall 
Street. The confidence the public has in Ford will make it an 
easy matter to secure more capital if he needs it and if he 
carries out his announced plan of putting userers on the run, 
he may indeed gain so much prestige that he may give Wall 
Street interests a hard jolt. His operations will be watched 
with intense interest by all classes.

A local meeting is to be held 
soon at McAlester, and others are- 
being planned. About 1,500 mem­ 
bers of the two tribes attended the 
recent Durant meeting, and about 
400 were at a meeting here two 
weeks ago. 
The plan to set aside the $25,- 
000,000 fund to build permanent 
schools for the children of the two 
tribes has been proposed by offic­ 
ials of the Indian bureau of The 
department ofthe interior, accord­ 
ing to Durant Victor M. Locke Jr., 
member of the Choctaw tribe, now 
supt rinteudent of the Five Civilis­ 
ed tribes, with his office at Mus­ 
kogee. is said to be in favor of the 
movement, and has announced 
he 
will call a meeting 
of 
delegates 
named by bim to meet at his of­ 
fice some time this summer. The 
present 
meetings, D uraat explain­ 
ed, are being held to inform the 
tribesmen of details of the plan, 
and to formulate their opinions in 
regard to it 
Committee to Protest 
A committee of 
five 
prominent 
Indians, two Chickasaws and three 
Choctaws, lias prepared a aet of 
resolutions to be presented at the 
meeting here May 26. If adopted 
they will be forwarded to the sec­ 
retary of the interior to be pre­ 
sented to congress, as the decision 
of the two nations, according to 
D urant.
